Summary of reasons for decision: 

The moving image file is classified as objectionable except if its availability is restricted to adults. 
Although there is some doubt as to the age of the young woman in the clip her overall physical 
development indicates that she is a young adult. There is nothing in the dip to suggest otherwise 
and it would be unreasonable under a Bill of Rights framework to ban the publication in these 







circumstances. 


However, the clip requires a restriction to an adult audience due to the sexually explicit nature of 
the content which is intended for the sexual arousal of viewers. There is a consensus amongst the 
public of New Zealand that children and young people should not be exposed to explicit sexual 
images intended for adults until they have gained the experience and maturity required to deal 
with such material. These images have the potential to prove harmful to the development of 
sexual attitudes and behaviour. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the right to freedom of expression as set out 
in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, given the explicit sexual nature of the 
sexual images, the decision is reasonable, demonstrably justified and the minimum required to 
prevent injury to the public good.
